of two band mills and a shingle mill.

The firm owns a vast amonnt of 
standii g pine. 
The cut of the mill 
has L eu engaged for two seasons by 
the Rockwell Manufacturing company 
of Milwaukee.

mill and although his injuries are seri­ 
ous he will recover.

Plague Continues. 
The plague continues to spread in 
India, in spite of a1 sanitary efforts 
for its extirpation. Its 
progress

slow in comparison with most epi­ 
demics, but it is the hardest of them 
all to uproot entirely.

on its course from China, and the his­ 
tory of previous visitations justifies 
the conjecture that it may yet have a 
long road to travel. 
Russia’s plague 
of 1878 hovered about the countries of 
western Asia for a decade before it 
advanced northward. In 1867 it ap 
peared at Bagdad; in 1870-71 Kurdistan 
was invaded; and in 1873 Bagdad suf­ 
fered anew. 
In 1877 it appeared at 
Recht, an important city of northern 
Persia, near the port of Enseli, from 
whence it was carried northward in 
Caspian ships and 
planted 
in

populous but malarious and unwhole­ 
some deltas of the Volga. Russia did 
not get rid of it for a number of years, 
and stray cases of it appeared in other 
European countries, to which it has 
been a periodical visitor since their 
history began.

DAMAGE SUITS AT CHICAGO 


City Attorney Devine Talks About tbe Bad 
Sidewalks. 
City Attorney Miles J. Devine of Chi­ 
cago, subm itted his leport for the year 
1897. In the report the attorney says, 
among other things: 
Daring the past year there were 
1,178 suits at la * padding against the 
city cf Chicago, claiming damages for 
person injuries to the amount of $16,- 
409,225. 
Of these cases 551 were be­ 
gun since Jan. I, 1896 (an increase 
over the previous year of 54 per cent ) 
claim irg damages ic the amount of 
$8,115,225. 
There were 
224 suits, 
claiming damages, disposed of, where­ 
in the city sustained dams gds to tbe 
am ount of $212,780, averaging $950 to 
each case. In 6ixty-two of these cases, 
wherein 
$942,000 
damages 
were 
claimed, no recove ry was had. 
The 
average cost for medical expert wit­ 
nesses and stenographers' fees, e'c , 
amounted to but $43 03 in each ca se 
The streets and especially the tide­ 
w ay s of the city, are in a deplorable 
condition, and as a result there have 
been on an average of three snits e. 
day begun against the city f jt person­ 
al injuries sustained by reason of these 
defective thoroughfares. 
I am of the cpinion th at if an ordi­ 
nance were paesed prohibiting the lay­ 
ing of any but concrete or Asg side­ 
walks or order th at all defective side­ 
walks be torn up and filled with cind­ 
ers, it would result iu largely dimish- 
ing the now increasing volume of liti­ 
gations brought about by injuries sus­ 
tained on the present dilapidated 
wooden sidewalks.

th at nothing can be detected there, 
although th at is the point in which 
counterfeits fail 
lam entably. 
The 
bill is one of the $2 silver certificates 
issued under the act of Aug. 3, 1886, 
series of 1891, beariog tbe per trait of 
William Windom in tbe center. 
The 
counterfeit bears the check number C, 
piste 19. 
The most distinguishing character­ 
istic is the lack of the white cli cie 
around tbe pupils of Mr 
Windom’c 
eyes, which is noticeable 
in 
the 
original. 
Moreover, the roll of the 
coat lapel is not so distinct as it should 
be, and the shirt-stud is a plain circle 
instead of a circle with a dot in che 
center. 
The black and green ink are 
both a little too dull, but the bine ink 
of the num ber is too bright. 
The figures of the number are also 
badly aligned. 
The silk fibers in the 
paper are also too coarse and are gen­ 
erally quite straight instead cf crinkly 
and curved. 
Merchants should study 
this deecriotion carefully and watch 
for this bill. 


January, 1898, will go down in his­ 
tory as a month of the heaviest snow 
storms Wisconsin has experienced in a 
dozen or more years.

W. A. Henry, dean cf tho col­ 
lege of agriculture in the atato uni­ 
versity, says th at the large volume of 
enow now on the ground will be of in­ 
estimable value to crops and timber.

Came A t Good Time. 
It is especially opportune after tbe 
prolonged dry spell last fall which in 
much of Wisconsin prevented the am al 
season’s plowing. 
The warm th of the 
ground produces a gradual melting of 
the snow thus allowing the moisture 
to percolate into tbe soil. 
If this pre­ 
cess is prolonged and tbe rem ainder of 
tbe snow is largely melted by tbe ann 
in the spring, most of the contained 
moisture will cf course settle into the 
ground. 
Professor Henry 
believes 
th at periods of we’ and dry seasons 
come in cycles of years and th at we 
are just now emerging from a dry into 
a wet cycle. 
As a result of the sc*nty 
p-ecipatJon of the last few years, says 
Professor 
Henry, 
the university 
grounds lost over 2 ,0 0 0 trees, the capi­ 
tal park several hundred snd the state 
a t large millions. 
Professor Henry 
believes th a t this wholesale demise 
ame ng tr*es will now cease. 
Odo of 
the fertilizing elements contained in 
snow is tbe ammonia th a t it gathers 
in its fall and brings to the earth. 
Besides tbe heavy snow fail there was 
rain on January l l and 12.

CONVENTIONALISM RUNNING RIOT. 


Ii—go* Roles Compelling Clubs to Ex* i 
plain the Peculiarities of Their Style of j 
Play—Intricacies Which May Injure the 
Popularity of the Game. 


One of the first things I learned in re­ 
gard to match play at duplicate whist was 
this—the game isn’t over until tho last 
card is played. It is not necessary that the 
score should be very close. I have come 
Into the home stretch with only a single 
frame of four deals to play, a bunch of 
tricks behind, and still, by* dint of good 
luck, have contrived to pull the match out 
of the fire. Every match player has had 
an experience of tho same sort. The re* 
cult of many an important contest of 24, 
or even of 48, deals would have been 
changed if there had been a few more 
deals to play. One of the most remarkable 
Instances of the Garrison finish on record 
In league games occurred on Saturday, 
Jan. 15, in the match between the Balti­ 
more and Park club teams for the league 
challenge trophy. Up to the forty-third 
deal Baltimore was three tricks ahead, 
with six deals to play. On deal 43 Park 
gained four tricks, and on deal 44 five, 
which, with another gain of one on deal 
47, gave Park the match and cup by a 
margin of seven. This was a case of bunch­ 
ing hits with a vengeance. It was not 
sheer luck, either, since the Baltimoreans 
apparently went to pieces. Tho record of 
tho play shows that they played very badly 
on deals 43 and 44. 
In the match just previous to this the 
Baltimoreans had had an easy thing in the 
team of the Boston Duplicate Whist club, j 
At the end of the thirty-sixth deal Balti­ 
more was barely a single trick ahead. On 
deals 37 to 40, however, it gained seven. 
This reverse took the ginger out of the 
Bostonians, and on the last hitch of eight 
deals they parted with eight more tricks, 
losing the match by 16. I mention these 
circumstances merely as an introduction 
to a little story. It is pretty well under­ 
stood by all expert whisters that the Balti­ 
more game is as full of conventionalities 
ac an egg is full of meat. Still, the Bos­ 
tonians were not sure they know all the 
ins and outs of their adversaries’ system, 
and so before the game they determined to 
a sk the Baltimore captain, as they had a 
right to do under the league rules, to ex­ 
plain the peculiarities of his game. Cap­ 
tain Whelan, however, took the initiative 
and first requested Captain Baker of the 
Boston team to unbosom himself. Cap­ 
tain Baker delegated this privilege to 
Frank Smith, and for 15 or 20 minutes 
Smith unbosomed himself of all the Bos­ 
ton game he knew and perhaps more too. 
“ And now,” said Baker, “ will Mr. 
"Whelan tell about the system of bisteam?” 
“ Oh,” returned Whelan, “ we play a 
pretty simple and straightforward long 
milt game, and I hardly know what to say 


Joseph Holman Dead. 
Springfield, 111., Feb. 3.—Joseph Hol­ 
man, one of the most generally known 
newspaper men in Chicago or Illinois, 
died here Wednesday at 7 o’clock, af­ 
ter two months’ illness of stomach 
trouble. He was 52 years of age, a wid­ 
ower and childless. Mr. Holman, at the 
time of his death, was assitant secre­ 
tary of the state board of arbitration, 
an appointment given him by Governor 
Tanner a year ago. 
His life work,

ited with being the best-informed man 
on Illinois politics in the profession.

Holman was a veteran of th© civil war,

church will permit one of its members 
to marry a non-Catholic, and also the 
nature of the ceremonies with which 
such a marriage may be attended. 


Give Up Hunting Rights. 
Pocatello, Idaho, Feb. 3.—C. G. Hoyt 
of the Fort Hall Indian commission has 
practically concluded a treaty with the 
Bannock and Soshone Indians for the 
sale of the Fort Hall reservation foi 
the lump sum of $525,000. The treaty 
also carries a provision for the pay­ 
ment of $75,000 to the Indians for the 
relinquishment of their hunting rights 
in Jackson’s Hole. 
The treaty is the 
result of more than a year’s work on the 
part of the commission. 
About one 
fourth of the land to be sold is fine 
agricultural land and the balance min 
eral land. 
It is thought that the treaty 
will be ratified before 
congress ad 
journs.

Ye shades of Hoyle and Mathews and 
Clay and thou impending shade of Caven­ 
dish, where are we at! Is this a pretty 
simple and straightforward game? 
I’m not kicking. 
Oh, no! So long as 
there’s no law against it, let them play 
any old thing they like. I don’t know that 
the Bostonians were much better. 
It is 
not an individual matter, this. It is a 
matter that concerns every lover of whist. 
Shall this intricate conventionalism go on 
indefinitely? Milton Work says “ the Bal­ 
timore system is in the main conventional 
and in all points sound.” Milton Work 
ought to know, if it were not that his ideas 
of soundness at whist have varied during 
the past Avo years, through an arc of 180 
* degrees. For my own part, I don’t believe 
that any system which is in the main con­ 
ventional can be in all points sound. 
To 
get conventionality one is very apt to sacri­ 
fice soundness, and that is just what the up 
to date conventionalist is doing, as sure as 
two and two make four, and not 19. 
There’s another thing. Isn’t it absurd 
to see two teams, engaged in a competitive 
sport, sit down for an bour before a cham­ 
pionship match and explain to each other 
the theory and practice of their respective 
games? Imagine two football teams doing 
thesame thing! There is something wrong 
somewhere. Either the two teams ought 
to be allowed to go in and make whatever 
plays they like, regardless of the other fel­ 
lows’ feelings, or else the plays they may 
use ought to be limited and to a degree de­ 
fined by legislation. It is the latter course 
that they have pursued in football. They 
were compelled to. Teams resorted to tac­ 
tics that bade fair to ruin the sport, apd 
they legislated to stop such abuses. 
I 
shrink from tho thought that similar re­ 
strictive measures must bo adopted for the 
preservation of “the gentlemen’s game,” 
but events seem to tend that way. A year 
ago I stood for the utmost liberty in whist 
practice and opposed any proposition to 
define what should be legitimate system. 
The developments and experience of the 
present season, however, with this rotary 
discard and Street attachment and trump 
showing business, have simply disgusted 
me against conventionalism. 
How it is all coming out I have no 
idea, and exactly what remedies to apply I 
cannot venture just yet to suggest, but 
this I know—that when a system shows 
symptoms of rotary discard and calling 
cards and minor complications, it must be 
sick enough to demand treatment and 
drastic treatment too. Just for a starter 
we might give the patient a purgative and 
so get him ready for a surgical operation.

What Does This Frightful In­ 
crease of Suicides Mean? 


Edward L. Thomas, 
Thirty-fifth Georgia, 
prised 
the Fourteenth, T hirty-fifth, 
Forty-fifth and Forty-ninth regiments 
from the Empire State of the Confeder­ 
acy. After proving its mettle on the 
field of battle it was assigned to the 
famous Light division, led by the fiery 
A. P. Hill, in Stonewall Jackson’s corps. 
A complete reoord of the battles of 
these regiments cannot be obtained, but 
one hazards little in saying that the 
Forty-ninth regiment fought in a greater 
number of the regular battles of Lee’s 
army than any other of the brigade and 
perhaps of the division and corps. The 
Forty-ninth took it& baptism of fire at 
Seven Pines or Fair Oaks, on the 31st 
of May, 1862, and fragments of it were 
in action at various places on the works 
at Petersburg when they were overrun 
by the several Federal corps on April 2, 
1865. It was in the thick of the fight 
in the five great battles around Rich 
mond in 1862, for after Fair Oaks it 
fought at Mechanicsville or Beaver 
Dam creek, June 26; at Cold Harbor or 


prised the great battles of Chancellors- 
ville and Gettysburg. In both of these 
the Georgians took part in the most des­ 
perate charges made by the corps of A. 
P. Hill. Its losses were 120 killed and 
wounded. Captain 
Jones was kill­ 
ed at Gettysburg while commanding 
the regiment. 
Under the lead of Colonel J. T. Jor­ 
dan the Forty-ninth began the third 
year’s* campaign by a bloody struggle 
in the Wilderness, which thinned its 
already sadly diminished ranks by a 
toll of 91 killed and wounded. At one 
time, on the 5th of May, Thomas’ 
whole brigade was cut off by a flank 
movement of the enemy. General Thom­ 
as coolly faced his command to the rear 
and led it forward on a charge which 
cleared the field. At Spottsylvania the 
12th of May the Forty-ninth, with the 
rest of the Georgia brigade, fought in 
the “ Bloody Angle” side by side with 
McGowan’s South Carolinians. That 
desperate struggle over the breastworks, 
lasting 20 hours, is well known. 
Next to the battle of the Wilderness 
the Forty-ninth suffered the heaviest in 
an affair at Petersburg which is scarce­ 
ly taken into account in war histories. 
In the action of March 25, 1865, at 
Fort Stedman and other parts of the 
line Thomas’ brigade was desperately 
engaged and the Forty-ninth lost 81 
men. A week later, on April 2, began 
the finish fight over Lee’s breastworks. 
Early in the day the division command­ 
er, General A. P. Hill, was killed and 
soon afterward a Federal column broke 
over the works between Thomas’ Geor­ 
gians and Scales’ North Carolina bri­ 
gade. Colonel Jordan rallied his men, 
and w ith detachments from other regi­ 
ments vainly attempted to regain the 
works. These troops, very much scatter­ 
ed in commands, finally made a stand 
at Forts Gregg and Alexander. The 
Forty-ninth, reduced to a fragment, 
held on at Fort Alexander until driven 
out by showers of shot and shell. Colo­ 
nel Jordan was the last man to leave

at Frazer’s the fort and was severely wounded, the 
Farm , the 30th, daring the seven days, 
and at Malvern Hill, July I. 
W ith Jackson the regiment marched 
from the James to the Rapidan to fall 
upon Pope’s army, bore the brunt of the 
fighting in H ill’s column at Cedar 
Moon tain and saw desperate work dur­ 
ing the two days’ battle of Jackson's 
corps at Manassas, or Bull Run Second, 
on the 29th and 30th of August. It was 
one of the few regiments closely engag­ 
ed w ith Kearny’s men at Chantilly on 
Sept. I. In that singular battle, which 
began during a terrific thunderstorm 
and ended in darkness, these Georgians 
met the enemy hand to hand. 
Kearny 
was shot from the saddle by Sergeant 
McCrimmon of Company B and died 
within Jackson’s lines. This affair is 
set down in history as a skirmish, but 
it was a bloody one for those in the heat 
af it. Two Federal major generals, 
Kearny and I. I. Stevens, were killed. 
In the ranks of the Forty-ninth there 
w ere eight casualties, three of them 
fatal, which was quite enough for a 
skirm ish, but the commanding officer, 
Major Rivers, was permanently disabled 
toy a wound which cost him a leg. 
Antietam is the one great battle of 
th e series not inscribed upon the banner 
of the Forty-ninth. It was engaged at 
th e capture of Harper’s Ferry and did 
so t rejoin its division until Lee had re­ 
crossed the Potomac. It took part in the 
Woody affair at Shepherdstown on Sept. 
19, and after that missed no field of 
glorious memory down to the end. Fred­ 
ericksburg, Cbancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
where it fought three days, two days5 
fighting in the Wilderness, the “ Bloody 
Angle” a t Spottsylvania, North Anna 
river, Cold Harbor and the defense of 
Petersburg cost the regiment a heavy 
dole in blood, although it missed the 
slaughter pens and made a record far 
giving heavy blows to the enemy. 
At Fair Oaks the Forty-ninth took its 
baptism of fire in Longstreet’s column 
a t Fair Oaks proper. 
At that point the 
Confederates struck Federals who were 
alert and did not make a surprise as 
was the case at Seven Pines, another 
part of the same field. General Joseph 
E. Johnston saw the Forty-ninth going 
into battle and exclaimed, “ Those men 
move like veterans. ” 
At the battle of Mechanicsville, June 
26, the Georgians stormed the terrible 
bluff defenses held by the Pennsylvania 
reserves on Beaver Dam creek. Colonel 
A. J. Lane, the commander, was severe­ 
ly wounded and disabled for farther 
service. This was the beginning of the 
seven days, and the regiment came out 
of the battle week with a loss of 139 
killed and wounded, two commanders 
disabled and one captured. 
At the battle of Cedar Mountain, 
which followed in August, the Forty- 
ninth for a time had a favorable elevat­ 
ed position, and the men exhausted their 
ammunition in picking off the enemy 
a t long range. At the second Manassas 
and again at Fredericksburg the Forty 
ninth was put to the supreme test for 
gallantry. In both battles the line was 
pierced by desperate charges of the ene 
my on the flank of Thomas’ brigade. 
None but a soldier can appreciate the 
danger in a crisis of that nature. At 
Manassas 
the Forty-ninth promptly 
changed front and engaged the daring 
Federals at arm s’ length, beating them 
off and restoring the line. 
The only occasion when the Feder­ 
als broke the Confederate line at Fred­ 
ericksburg was on the flank of Thomas’ 
brigade. This was done by Meade’s 
Pennsylvanians at Hamilton Heights. 
The G< i glans rallied and recovered the 
line, 
lin s battle closed active cam­ 
paigning of seven months. During that 
I time the regiment had lost 337 men 
killed and wounded. Three command- 
mrs had been shot down, Colonel Lane 
to d Major Rivers, as already m ention­ 
ed, and Colonel S. M. Manning, who 
mas killed at Cedar Mountain.

fied, meet with the ■exertive approval a 
revolution in firing naval vessels will 
be fairly begun. The board found that 
the oil fuel was incomparably superior 
to coal in every way.

Valparaiso, Chile. Feb. 3.—Senator 
Joaquin Godoi, newly appointed minis­ 
ter from Chile to Bolivia will leave 
here Saturday for Sucre. There is rea­ 
son to lelieve that Senor Godoi bears 
with him a communication from this I 
government to that of Bolivia, inform­ 
ing Bolivia that the Chilean congress 
has killed the protocols with Bolivia.
